D irectors of the California State 
Chamber of Commerce, in session at 
the California Club recently, went on 
record as opposed to Propositions Nos. 
8 and 12 on the November ballot, and 
approved Propositions Nos. 5, 6, and 


20. 
Proposition No. 8 deals with 
the 
present perm anent 
registration 
law 
and No. 12 is designed to establish a 
Court of Criminal Appeals. 
No. 20. 
authorizing 
counties, 
m unicipalities 
and other political subdivisons to en­ 
ter into contracts with non-profit Cali­ 
fornia corporations for 
managem ent 
and control of exhibits in museum and 
art galleries was approved 
by 
the 
board because it will clear the way to 
acceptance of gifts of art works for 
public use and enjoym ent. 
Propositions No. 5 and 6, enabling 
acts perm itting the holding of a Pan- 
Paciflc Exposition in Los Angeles at 
a future date, received endorsem ent of 
the State Cham ber board because such 
an exposition, it is believed, will stim ­ 
ulate trade relations with 
countries 
bordering the Pacific.

day and night to get the Plaza ready for the opening 
on Sunday. Mr. Munchoff’s workmen have transplant­ 
ed all the trees, which stood on the property before 
building operations began, to the new and permanent 
locations. Hundreds of beautiful shrubs and other 
flowering plants have been planted along the Palm 
Canyon Drive frontage, in the center parkway of the 
Plaza, and along each side of the wide double street. 


Notwithstanding the heat of the summer, a record 
was made in construction of the huge Plaza project. 
Within three months the great 115-car garage, largest 
in the county; the 850-seat theatre, one of the finest in 
the West; thirty-six shops, and a large number of 
bungalows, have been constructed, and most of these 
completed and ready for occupancy. 


The Plaza Pharmacy, Sale’s Plaza Market, Tweeds 
and Weeds, Acoma Indian Shop, Christine’s Beauty 
Shop, Desert Cold Electric Shop, Plaza Cleaners, and 
the Service Station, will all be ready for the opening 
tomorrow. 


The office of the Plaza developers, Robert Ransom 
and associates, has been open during the past two 
weeks, and the Plaza Garage, operated by H. D. Mc­ 
Neer, Joe Omlin and P. B. Churchman, has been 
operating since the latter part of August. 


Desmond’s shop, which takes up the space at the 
south end of the Plaza intended for ten shops, will open 
on November 15th, and the Plaza Theatre will be ready 
for the opening during Thanksgiving week. 
From now on the opening of new shops in the 
Plaza will be almost daily occurrences. The founda­ 
tions are in and walls are rising for the large restau­ 
rant, which will be ready for opening January 1st. The 
last structure of the Plaza project for the season will 
be the warehouse, which will be built back of the 
theatre. 
Although the buildings are all low and spreading, 
there is more room than one would expect, due to the 
fact that the larger units have large basements. There 
is a full-size basement under the garage, and also under 
the warehouse, the drug store, office building, and un­ 
der part of the theatre. 
Ten of the shops front on Palm Canyon Drive, and 
the balance, 26, face the 100-foot plaza. Back of the 
shops are the bungalows, abutting the garage and 
theatre, an interesting little patio and lawn for each, 
with vine-covered archways over the entrances from 
the street. In the center, near the restaurant and side­ 
walk cafe, will be a beautiful fountain on one side of the 
Plaza, and another to correspond on the other side, 
near the theatre. Most of the trees that stood originally 
on the property have been transplanted to the per­ 
manent locations, and others are boxed to be placed in 
the ground when the proper time comes. Only five of 
the trees have succumbed to the transfer, the others 
growing nicely. 
The entire tract, where an average of 200 men 
has been working for the past three and one half 
months has been converted into a place of scenic 
loveliness and architectural beauty.

H enry G. K naf of the Consolidated 
Edison Company, has m ade a factual 
study of retail use of electricity 
in 
Europe. Conditions in seven represen­ 
tative countries were investigated, in­ 
cluding foreign nations w here electric­ 
al developm ent has been 
relatively 
rapid, such as Norway and Sw itzer­ 
land. 
Mr. K naf’s survey show's 
th a t 
in 
these countries, th e cost of 
electric 
power, on a com parative basis 
of 
wage earn ers’ pay, 
averages 
three 
tim es as high as in our country. T h at 
is, the cost of pow er per kilow att 
hour in the United States am ounts to 
S.4 per cent of the hurly wage paid a 
skilled w orker. In the European coun­ 
tries, it am ounts to 27 per cent. 
This unusual com parison casts ad­ 
ditional light on the old debate 
of 
w hether the U. S. electric utilities 
have done a good job. 
In the seven 
European countries studied, electric 
developm ent has been largely by gov­ 
ernm ent, while in this country it has 
been prim arily by private initiative 
and enterprise. 
And Am erican rates 
are not only much lower, when living 
standards and incomes are taken into 
account, but service is 
alm ost 
in­ 
variably better and use of power in 
the average home is greater. 
Some critics of the private electric 
utilities cite cases of European coun­ 
tries w here farm electrification 
has 
apparently been developed to a higher 
degree th an in th e 
U nited 
States. 
W hat they don’t cite is th e fact th a t 
in such countries population density 
is great, m aking the problem of build­ 
ing lines into ru ral areas a 
much 
sim pler one. 
Mr. K naf observes th at 
when sections of the U nited States 
truly com parable to Europe are exam ­ 
ined—such as Oregon and W ashing­ 
ton—our rural electrification develop­ 
m ent com pares favorably w ith th at in 
any other country and is fa r ahead of 
most. 
In the m ost advanced 
European 
countries the percentage of a w ork­ 
er’s pay check th at goes to the pow er 
company is three tim es as great as 
in this country! 
T hat striking fact 
alone is enough to refute th e ancient 
argum ent th at our 
private 
electric 
utilities have fallen down on the job, 
and should be Europeanized at the 
expense of private enterprise and op­ 
portunity.

School teachers of Riverside county 
will witness one of the most unique 
educational demonstrations ever con­ 
ducted in California when they assem­ 
ble Thursday night, October 29 at 
Chaffee Junior College 
Auditorium, 
Ontario, to watch a closs of 
high 
school seniors discuss a highly con­ 
troversial subject. 


Dr. W. W. Mather of Chaffee Junior 
College, meeting the class for the first 
time, will direct them in a rapid-fire 
discussion of the subject “Does the 
New Deal Deserve Another Chance?" 
The class has been investigating cur­ 
ren t national issues for several weeks 
under the direction of 
Mrs. 
Helen 
Story Brown of Ontario as part 
of 
modern education's effort to prepare 
students for intelligent 
citizenship. 
After the demonstration the program 
will be discussed by Mr. A rthur Gould 
deputy superintendent of Los Angeles 
schools, in charge of instruction and 
curriculum. 


The demonstration is the first of the 
series of seven meetings to be held in 
various cities of Southern California 
a s part of the program of California 
Teachers' Association—Southern sec­ 
tion, “to 
increase 
the 
service 
of 
school teachers to society by improve­ 
m ent in classroom methods." The On­ 
tario meeting was arranged by Mrs. 
Josephine P. Smith of Los Angeles, 
chairm an of the Southern California 
Teachers' Modern Education Commit­ 
tee in cooperation with Mrs. Pauline 
Merchant of Garden Grove, president 
of the Southern California Department 
of Classroom Teachers. 


Mr. Arthur F. Corey of Santa Ana, 
assistant superintendent of schools of 
Orange county and president of the 
California Teachers' Association—Sou­ 
thern section, in a statem ent concern­ 
ing 
the 
Ontario 
conference 
said, 
“School authorities have 
recognized 
th at inasmuch as life itself is a never 
ending series of controversies, schools 
m ust instruct youth in methods 
by 
which truth may be winnowed from 
masses of propaganda. 
Current 
is­ 
sues, including political conflict, pro­ 
vide excellent subjects for student in­ 
vestigation because of the wealth of 
d ata available in newspapers, 
maga­ 
zines and over the air. Through such 
a study it is the function of the in­ 
struction to encourage investigation 
but to avoid influencing the class with 
his own ideas. 
It is found that such 


investigations in almost any class de­ 
velop among the students conclusions 
which represent almost every conceiv­ 
able phase of political philosophy. The 
demonstration at Ontario will reveal 
to several hundred teachers practical 
methods by which students may be 
directed in scientific study of a con­ 
troversial subject. It is through such 
study that students may best be pre­ 
pared to enter into the responsibilities 
of citizenship with the knowledge of 
how to base political conclusions upon 
intelligence rather than upon 
emo­ 
tion." 


F A R M FOR DOPE A D D IC T S 
IS N E C E S S A R Y TO C O N T R O L 


T R A F F IC SAYS C O M M IT T E E 


Creation of a state farm for incur­ 
able narcotic addicts is an absolute 
necessity if California is to gain con­ 
trol of the dope traffic in the state, ac­ 
cording to a report of the state sen­ 
ate narcotic committee at Sacramento. 
In view of this contention, the com­ 
m ittee, including State Senators San­ 
born Young, Los Gatos, and Jack D. 
Metzger, Red Bluff, plans introduction 
of a bill at the next legislature provid­ 


ing for a farm for the segregation of 
recurred incurable addicts for an in­ 
determinate period of five to 15 years. 
Referring to the record of the state 
narcotic hospital at Spadra, the com­ 
mittee reported: 
"We have succeeded with but 15 
per cent of the addicts treated, and 
we have discarded and washed 
our 
hands of the 85 per cent of incur­ 
ables who have recurred to the use 
of narcotics after the most thorough, 
painstaking course of treatm ent known 
to medical science. 
"These incurable addicts are at lib­ 
erty on the streets of 
our 
cities, 
spreading drug addiction among their 
associates and most of them following 
criminal pursuits in order to obtain 
the $1 or $5 they must spend daily for 
their supply of narcotics. 
“We must provide, in addition 
to 
our present hospitalization facilities at 
Spadra, a farm for incurable addicts 
where they may be committed for an 
indeterm inate period. 
"It is unthinkable that we should 
close Spadra and revert to the unsuc­ 
cessful practice of sending addicts to 
our state hospitals where the escape 
record of approximately 40 per cent

INTO CALIFORNIA 


The flow of transients into Califor­ 
nia is becoming a growing 
m enace 
with each passing day. 
Police 
are 
quite concerned about it. T hese thou­ 
sands m ust not starve. 
T here is not 
sufficient employm ent for 
them 
to 
m ake a living. 
E stablishm ent of county transient 
«am ps for visiting hoboes who would 
have to build roads and firebreaks in 
retu rn for food and lodging was pro­ 
posed Monday by Police Chief Jam es 
E. Davis of Los Angeles, organizer of 
th e California "anti-bum blockade” last 
winter. 


Meeting w ith other police officials, 
Davis as president of the California 
Peace Officers' A ssociation urged the 
cooperation of chiefs and sheriffs of 
the entire state in establishing work 
camps as a deterrent to indigent tran ­ 
sients. 
He appointed D eputy Chief 
H om er C. Cross to take up the m atter 
w ith peace authorities of other Cali­ 
fornia counties. 
Davis said he would ask Gov. Frank 
F. M erriam to establish im m ediately 
a border patrol along the lines of the 
special police detail the chief sent out 
last February to turn back penniless 
visitors at border points. 
He said he 
had no intention of reassigning men 
from his own departm ent to the job. 


Under the plan of action adopted 
a t the Los Angeles conference, Cross 
will suggest th at 
abandoned 
CCC 
cam ps be used as county w ork camps. 


"There will be no more soft, warm 
w inters for these lazy 
w anderers,” 
Chief Davis said. 
“In the past the 
c ity has supported too many of them 
in pails, giving them good food and 
warm lodging at taxpayers’ expense. 
If they insist on coming here they will 
be allowed to work for their living in 
prison cam ps." 


”“We don’t intend to extend police 
jurisdiction to border stations 
this 
w inter,” Chief Davis 
added. 
“T hat 
w as an em ergency m easure, but we 
certainly intend to ring the city lim its 
w ith a guard which will keep these 
m en out or they will land in 
work 
cam ps.” 
As one of the first moves coming out 
of the conference, the chief announced 
th a t two squads of four m en will go 
to Colton and Victorville to conduct 
a survey of incoming indigents. 
The 
Colton party will be in charge 
of 
S ergt. H eintzelm an and the Victorville 
group will be under Sergt. Bergman, 
both operating under 
orders 
from 
Capt. W arren L. Justin of the Metro­ 
politan division, who will be in charge 
o f the hobo division this w inter. 


They will check all trains on

transcontnental 
railroads 
at 
these points, interview hobos, 
find 
th e ir reasons for coming to Southern 
California, advise them of conditions 
toere and tell them th at healthier cli­ 
m ates are obtainable elsew here.

A dm inistration today announced that 
th ere are openings for young men and 
women betw een the ages of 18 and 
25 years, whose fam ilies are receiv­ 
in g governm ent aid or are working 
for the WPA. 
Already m any needy 
young people have taken advantage 
of the NYA program , it was learned, 
but the quota is not yet filled, thus 
m aking it possible for more to obtain 
work. 
All work is based on a m aximum of 
40 hours per month, the wages rang­ 
in g from $16 to $24, making the hour­ 
ly rate 40c to 50c. 


It is pointed out th at the hours are 
arranged so as to allow the w orker 
th e privilege to attend school, as well 
a s a chance to get some practical ex­ 
perience through the part-tim e 
pro­ 
gram . 


To date, NYA employm ent includes 
th e following:

for 
men, Mrs. Edw ard W. Gillis of Prince­ 
ton, chairm an of 
institutional 
rela­ 
tions, pointed out th at now distinction 
is made against certain types of pun­ 
ishm ent for women. “The am endm ent 
provides no change in punishm ent. It 
does provide for a less lenient type 
of occupation. It proposes to do away 
with idleness and too much classroom 
instruction: it asks that a proper sys­ 
tem of industrialism shall be inaug­ 
urated; th a t the fertile land of the 
prison shall be put to use. The amend­ 
m ent if passed will reduce taxes with­ 
in one y ear through profitable labor 
of the women.

During depression, there was alm ost 
ai entire dearth of industrial construc­ 
tion. Industry naturally sat tight, and 
tried to hold on to what it had. 
In 
th e darkest days, which occurred in 
1932, the “new construction’ sections 
of new spapers and periodicals practic­ 
ally vanished. 
One sure sign of recovery is a 
re­ 
vival in industrial building. 
And 1936 
has w itnessed an extrem ely encourag­ 
ing trend in th is field. 
According to figures gathered by E n­ 
gineering News-Record, 
construction 
contracts aw arded in the first nine 
m onths of this year by th e railroads 
were 84 per cent ahead of the sam e 
period last year—which in itself was 
a far b etter y ear for alm ost all in­ 
dustry th an any since 1930. 
Automo­ 
bile transportation company construc­ 
tion contracts w ere up 10 per cent. 
Public utility building rose 1393 per 
cent. 
Process industries showed an 
89 per cent gain, and food industries 
advanced 40 per cent. 
A utom otive factory construction, as 
m ight be guessed, showed the great­ 
e s t jum p of all— 2278 per cent. 
A ir­ 
c raft factory building was up 105 per 
cent, textile building advanced 59 per 
cent, and general factories 41 per cent. 
Only a few im portant 
industries 
show ed drops In contracts 
awarded. 
These included m etal refining 
and 
rolling, down 11 per cent; foundries, 
which dropped 47 per cent, and refrig­ 
eration and cold storage, oft' 14 per 
cent. 
T otal industrial construction was 60 
per cent above th e com parative period 
last year, and am ounted to an expendi­ 
tu re of $197,439,000 as against $123,­ 
101,000. 
Looking at th e picture in still an ­ 
o th er way, B usiness W eek says th at 
in the first nine m onths of this year, 
m ore factories have been 
built 
or 
sta rte d th an in any full y ear 
since 
1930, and textile m achinery plants are 
going up in g reater volume than in 
an y year since 1929. 
Reason for this greatly stim ulated 
building, of course, is increased flow 
o f orders to our m ajor industries—an 
increase, in m any instances, that is 
m uch larger than was anticipated even 
a short tim e ago. 
The utility indus­ 
try is a case in point. In recent years, 
utility construction budgets have been 
held down, not only because of 
de­ 
pressed conditions, but because exec­ 
utives felt th at th e Federal power pro­ 
gram m enaced th eir existence. 
Now 
pow er consum ption has reached 
all­ 
tim e highs, is steadily climbing. 
Re­ 
su lt is th at utilities m ust build 
new 
plan ts and m odernize old ones. 
It is 
expected th at m any utilities will an­ 
nounce big construction increases be­ 
fore 1936 fades into history. 
Steel is in a sim ilar position, with 
dem and pressing m ills hard. 
And, as 
everyone knows, th e autom obile indus­ 
try is reaching alm ost undreamed-of 
production levels, m ust rapidly 
ex­ 
pand. 
T he industry expects to 
pro­ 
duce over 5,000,000 units in 1937. 
In a few industries, major changes 
In the product necessitate m uch new 
plant construction along with revam p­ 
ing old plants and equipm ent. 
Such 
a n industry is the aircraft. 
Obsoles­ 
cence in com m ercial airplanes is ex­ 
traord in arily rapid— Every y ear 
wit­ 
nesses bigger, faster, quieter, 
more 
com fortable airliners. 
So, in m any instances, "A merica's 
capacity to consum e" has run ahead 
o f the existing "capacity to produce." 
T h a t is one of the most encouraging 
sig n s in the business scene. 


As the cam paign enters its closing 
days, it is becom ing the liveliest and 
m ost aggressive in m any a year. Not 
since the w ar have both the principal 
figures in a presidential race referred 
so directly o r cuttingly to each other. 
R ecent Landon speeches offer

California schools is emphasized more 
com pletely and extensively this year 
than ever before. 
It is reaching ap­ 
proxim ately 550,000 children in more 
than 21,000 classrooms. 
"M any lives will be saved again in 
the 
school 
year 
now 
under 
way 
through the effort to m ake youth safe­ 
ty-minded,” it was predicted yesterday 
by S. L. M itchell, secretary and gen­ 
eral m anager of the Automobile Club 
of Southern California. 
The club has on display a 
graph 
show ing th at the annual traffic acci­ 
dent 
m ortality 
among 
children 
of 
school ages 6 to 15 years, inclusive, 
has rem ained on practically the sam e 
level for m ore than a decade, w here­ 
as the annual totals of adult motor 
vehicle deaths have sky-rocketed. 
Juvenile traffic fatalities in the th ir­ 
teen southern counties of the state for 
10 years since 1926 have totaled as 
follow s: 
83, 72, 79, S7, 76, 94, 60. 
94, 94. and 89 in 1935. 
The record of total m otor vehicle 
deaths for the sam e 'tim e has increas­ 
ed from 855 in 1926 to 1635 in 1935. 
The total rem ained the sam e in 1930 
as in 1929—showing 1248 lives taken 
by street and highway accidents—and 
there were decreases in 1932 and 1933. 
O therw ise every year has registered 
a tragic rise. 
"If we could get accident-prone mo­ 
torists into traffic schools and develop 
th eir m ental attitude in regard to safe 
driving we would realize, in all prob­ 
ability, a m arked im provem ent in the 
accident situation,” said the club exec­ 
utive. 
Safety training in Southern Califor­

For the first time in 55 years there have been no 
national bank failures in a period of one year. 


During the first six months of 1936 there was an 
increase in building permits of 76% over the first six 
months of 1935 throughout the nation.

Taxes 


The truth regarding the tax situation is just this:
